To those who have never been 
on a desert the word "desert” con­ 
veys the impression of a barren 
waste incapable of supporting life, 
a perilous stretch of waterless, life­ 
less land that separates areas of 
fertile land on either side of It. 
The word “desert,” however, may 
have diverse meanings, for some 
deserts are much more inhospitable 
than others. 
Travel through any 
wide area of desert is nevertheless 
fraught with danger, for in such 
areas springs, wells, and water­ 
holes are few and far between, and 
our American deserts have, year 
after year, taken their tolf of hu­ 
man life.

ited men, most of them physicians, 
have shown anew the tragic seri­ 
ousness 
of

turned attention to radium as one 
of the principal agencies for cop­ 
ing with that 
appalling scourge. 
Radium is not a specific for can­ 
cer, for which there is no specific, 
but it has repeatedly proved to be 
of very great efficacy In the treat­ 
ment not. only of cancer but of 
some other diseases. 
Almost simultaneously with Can­ 
cer Week, according to the United 
States Geological Survey, Depart­ 
ment of the Interior, 
there has 
been a great drop in the price of 
radium; instead 
of 
the former 
price, $120,000 
per gram (about 
16.4 grains) of elemental radium, 
the price now advertised is $70,000 
per gram. 
A 
considerable 
reduction 
in 
price had preceded this drop, be­ 
cause se eral manufacturers 
had 
on 
' . mslderable 
stocks 
of 
radL 
v .rich, owing to the pres­ 
ent Hi. acial conditions, were not 
sold readily. 
The 
recent 
great 
drop, however, was not due to thJA 
cause—it was due to the discovery 
in Katanga, in Belgian Kongo, of 
large deposits of very rich, easily 
worked 
radium ores 
and to the 
erection of a plant at Oden, Bel­ 
gium, about 40 miles from 
Ant­ 
werp, for producing radium from 
those ores. 
Location of Deposits 
These deposits are at Luiwishi 
and Kasolo, near Elizabethville, in 
the extreme southern part of Bel­ 
gian Kongo, and consist of veins 
tm the property of the Union Mi­ 
n ie r du Haul Katanga, a British- 
Belgian company operating 
huge 
copper-bearing properties in 
Ka­ 
tanga. 
The 
veins carry 
pitch­ 
blende, which la in large part al­ 
tered 
to 
gummtle, uranophane, 
and other uranium minerals. 
A 
subsidiary company has been form­ 
ed to extract the radium, and a 
considerable quantity of ore carry 
ing many times as much radium 
as the carnotite 
ores that 
have 
heretofore governed the 
world’s 
markets has been shipped to Bel­ 
gium. No data are at hand, how­ 
ever, to ehow that in the aggre­ 
gate the newly found deposits will 
eventually yield as much radium 
as the deposits in the plateau reg­ 
ion of the United States, though 
a considerable 
quantity 
can be 
produced from the Katanga depos­ 
its at a much lower cost, and 
it 
is that coit that is ruling the ra­ 
dium market today. 
American Mines Cloeed 
Recognizing the value of co-oper. 
ation, American companies, clos 
ing down their own mines, have 
undertaken to market the African 
product, and radium la therefore 
now offered at a price lower than 
any that has prevailed since it be­ 
came an object of commerce, and 
an opportunity la thus given 
to 
branches of government, hospital*, 
doctors, and philanthropists to ob­ 
tain the precious 
material at 
a 
minimum expenditure, for It seems 
probable that the price will go no 
lower. 
Eventually the 
principal 
source of radium will again be the 
carnotite deposits of 
the 
West, 
and when that time comes, if not 
before, the price will again rise. 
The state of New York and the 
city of Philadelphia 
have 
each 
bought two grams of radium for 
the use of their citizens, and 
the 
province of Quebec 
has 
bought 
one gram. 
“It is hoped,” 
say* the 
U, 8. 
Geological 
survey, 
“that 
other 
municipalities, states or countries 
will buy radium at the present ad­ 
vantageous rates, particularly as 
the 
work 
done 
during 
Cancer 
Week is likely to occasion a great 
call on institutions for th© treat 
ment of cancer in its early stages, 
when it it most amenable to treat­ 
ment by radium. Here is a remark­ 
able opportunity for wealthy men 
to do something to help sufferers 
from cancer and some other ma­ 
lignant diseases that may be cured 
by the use of radium.”

NEED OF STATE LAW 
ON SALE OF WEAPONS 


Register Want Ads Bring Big Results— 


IjOS 
ANGELES,

4. — A 
campaign to bring about the pas­ 
sage of a state law regulating 
the sale of firearms and other 
] deadly weapons used In the per 
; petration of crime and lawless- 
j ness, is now under way. accord- 
I lug to an announcement here to­ 
day by Victor Girard, prominent 
sub-divider of this city and chair­ 
man of the executive committee 
of the California League for the 
Prevention of Crime, which or­ 
ganization is conducting the cam­ 
paign. 
Mr. Girard as chairman of the 
executive 
committee 
o f 
t h e 
league, and Chief of Police Louis 
D. Oaks and Sheriff William I. 
Traeger, make up the original 
executive 
committee 
entrusted 
with the w rk of conducting the 
statewide campaign for such a 
law. 
The league had Its inception 
at a recent meeting of prominent 
business men of this city, who 
have become alarmed 
at 
the 
widespread nature of crime with­ 
in the state. 
Following consul­ 
tation with Chief Oaks and Sher­ 
iff Traeger, the league was form 
ed among business men in at­ 
tendance at the meeting, and the 
executive committee appointed to 
set the wheels of the statewide 
campaign in motion. 
Numerous cities now have city 
ordinances 
regulating 
the 
sale 
and ownership of firearms and 
deadly weapons, but 
3uch ord­ 
inances do not prohibit the im­ 
portation of weapons into those 
territories 
from 
unregulated 
areas, it was pointed 
out 
by 
Chief Oaks at tho meeting. 
The recent Los Angeles county 
jail delivery wherein three crim­ 
inals made a spectacular dash to 
freedom after having been fur­ 
nished with guns brought in by 
colleagues from outside munici­ 
palities where no such regulation 
exists, led to the meeting of bus­ 
iness interests in an effort to 
co-operate more thoroughly with 
the law forces.

war again. 
If the right thing is done at the right 
time, then it will be one of the greatest steps for 
the civilization of mankind.”

In every newspaper office, and In every news as­ 
sociation system, a constant fight has to be made 
to keep the “human Interest” factors prom inent in 
the news gathering efforts. 
“Human Interest” is what the readers want. 
If 
newspapers catered merely to their audience, they 
would give almost their entire attention to heart 
throbs, to mysteries, to scandals, to variations from 
the form of human conduct, to outbursts of passions 
and to destructive phenomena rather than to con­ 
structive progress. 
The gathering of news tends to become methodical 
and stereotyped, rather than fresh and spontaneous. 
It is much easier to “write the minutes of the meet­ 
ing,” rather than to pick out from the mass of de­ 
tails the fact, difficult for the ordinary observer to 
discern, that will, when evolved, excite the greatest 
emotional intention. 
So, we may acquit the newspapers of not having 
tendencies to regard constructive m atters as primary 
interest. 
They are, usually, the easiest ones to get 
at. 
But this acquittal goes only in part. 
For, to us© the references made by Harvey, the 
newspapers, do “play up” the commonplace great 
events. 
They do report the last general election In 
G reat B ritain, the tide of fortune in the N ear East 
the deposition of tho caliph 
or 
the 
rise of the 
Fascistl. 
They report these events in a way to give 
the readers perhaps more than they want, rather 
than less than they want 
W hat the new spapers do not, and which they per 
haps should do lf they can do it well, is to play up 
these events in their full relation to the rest of the 
world. 
Newspapers have to be very cautious In this, be 
cause prophecy is no more difficult than is the 
setting forth of this relation. 
The coincidence of 
great events in various parts of the world is but 
an accident c?f time. 
Not until they actually come 
together, by contact in men’s minds, do these events 
become of world greatness. 
This coming together 
takes time 
The inter relation, therefore of con­ 
temporary events takes on the nature of the diffi­ 
culties of prophecy. 
Great events are commonplace when they happen. 
They become conspicuous when they actually be­ 
come great, that is when they clash with the current 
needs of men.

A few day* ago I received from, 
Sir William A. H erdm an of 
tho 
U niversity of Liverpool, a 
paper 
giving a sum m ary of the results 
of 
his studies in the Irisl} sea 
through a period of fifteen years. 
These studies are rem arkable not 
only for 
the information 
which 
they yielded but also for the care 
and persistence w ith which they 
were carried on even in tim e of 
war. 
R outine collections were taken 
In Port E rin bay 
six tim es 
per 
week for fifteen years and 
they 
showed very 
clearly th at spring­ 
tim e 
is the 
tim e 
of 
exuberant 
growth and reproduction in the sea 
as on the land. 
In ten years out of the fifteen 
the greatest production of micro­ 
scopic plants occurred In May. In 
three years 
April 
showed most 
production and In one year each 
March and June mere the princi­ 
pal months. In all years the per­ 
iod of 
heavy 
productions 
of 
diatoms 
(principal 
microscopic 
plants) was followed in about 
a 
month by a sim ilar increase 
of 
dinof.agellates 
(microscopic crea­ 
tures som ewhat plant like in char­ 
acter) and in two m onths by 
a 
sim ilar increase of copepods (mi­ 
croscopic shrim p like anim als). 
We all know th at other 
living 
things as well as ourselves 
arn 
affected by changes 
in tem pera­ 
tures, and many of us think that 
the main reason land plants do so 
well in Urn spring is th at th e soil 
is warming rapidly without becom­ 
ing too dry. In the sea, however, 
Professor Herdman found th at the 
w ater did not get w arm er rapidly 
enough to 
account 
for the 
in­ 
crease In microscopic plants. From 
his observations be concludes that 
light has much m ore definite 
in- 
fiuence. For example, be says that 
in 1910 there w ere m ore days and 
hours of sunshine than in previous 
years, and th at 
production 
was 
greater than it had been In those 
ye*rs. 
It was found th at m ost of the 
microscopic creatures in seaw ater 
belonged to only a few different 
species. This is little, if any, differ­ 
ent from the condition on land, for 
although we may And hundreds of 
different kinds of plants in a val­ 
ley o r on a hillside we always no­ 
tice th a t a few kinds far outnum ­ 
ber all others. 
In one place m ost of th e plants 
are m ustard, in another filaree, in 
another 
poppy and 
in 
another 
lupine. The condition is less no­ 
ticeable in the case of land ani­ 


mals because they hide or move 
about too much. 
Irrespective of years or seasons 
m ost microscopic 
m aterial 
was 
found at depths of thirty to sixty 
feet. 
This 
is probably 
because 
light is too intense a t the surface 
in the daytim e and life is 
more 
vigorous where light is som ewhat 
softened. 
Since some people say th at th* 
sm aller living 
things are evenly 
distributed In sea water. Professor 
Herdman made numerous tests of 
th at condition by taking two sam­ 
ples at the same tim e or by taking 
many In rapid succession. In both 
cases he found very m arked differ­ 
ences. 
Two nets, exactly alike, 
when 
towed through the w ater side by 
side, would sometimes catch very 
different 
anim als 
and 
plants. 
W hen several hauls were made in 
rapid succession with the sam e 
net ju st as many rem arkable dif­ 
ferences 
were 
often 
observed. 
From such evidence the conclusion 
was reached that life iu the sea Is 
not uniform. 
Perhaps 
it is 
no 
more uniform than it Is on land. 
Some study wa* made of 
very 
young (alm ost microscopic stages 
of fishes and it was found 
that 
many of 
them begin eating 
mi­ 
croscopic anim als and plants very 
soon after hatching. 
Professor Herdman thinks 
the 
evidence shows th at in some cases 
if the young of an Im portant food 
fish, such as the plaice, batch in 
March and heavy diatom produc­ 
tion is delayed until M ay of any 
year there will be much loss of 
tho young fish by starvation 
and 
plaice fishing will be very poor a 
few years later when these should 
have been large enough to catch. 
If, on 
the 
contrary 
a March 
hatch occurs 
In a 
year 
when 
heavy production 
of 
raw 
food 
comes 
in March or 
April many 
young fish 
will grow 
vigorously 
and the fishing will be unusually 
good in the 
year th a t 
they are 
large enough to catch. 
R esidents of California will be 
Interested In knowing th at 
stud­ 
ies at the Ta Jolla Biological 
sta­ 
tion are yielding results sim ilar to 
those obtained 
by the Liverpool 
station. At both places it has been 
found th at there are m any other 
problems 
than 
those mentioned 
which cannot be solved by even so 
long study as fifteen years. Many 
of N ature’s secrets are not ap eas­ 
ily discovered aa we m ight hope 
In spite of decades or centuries of 
research.
